The 
court 
house 
boarding house was closed Thursday 
night, but rations are still being sup­ 
plied to families. 
Sixty-seven bask­ 
ets were sent out yesterday. 


When all of the members 
of 
the 
«county council arrived at the court 
bouse this afternoon, it was expected 
that the full appropriation of $05,- 
1134.87 would be put through and the 
council would adjourn without fu r­ 
ther work. The council was late get­ 
ting under way, but it took little time 
to make the appropriation. Adjourn­ 
ment was taken at three o’clock. 
John 11. Iviplinger, the county a t­ 
torney, was 
instructed to 
borrow 
seventy thousand dollars to cover the 
appropriations of the council. 
This 
amount is less than two per cent of 
the taxable property, which is the 
maximum allowed in tTiis case. Pres­ 
ent indebtedness, the country attor­ 
ney says, is not counted. 
The appropriation as asked went 
through only a few 
minor 
changes 
which were made iate yesterday a f­ 
ternoon too late for Friday after­ 
noon’s edition. According to the law, 
the council has to approve all appro­ 
priations the first day of the session, 
and if the sum is more than fifteen 
thousand dollars, according to an 
act of the last legislature, the coun­ 
cil has to return the next day to ap­ 
prove the 
appropriations. 
Nothing 
'c a n be added, but any part or all of 
it can be taken out. 
Formerly the 
council could appropriate only three 
thousand dollars m a one-day ses­ 
sion. 
The total includes the appropria­ 
tion of $2,195.87 for back 
county 
official fees legalized by the last leg­ 
islature, $96 for the subsidy election, 
■$36 /o r 
road 
superintendent’s fees 
and $7,300 for repairs to ro a d s / all 
of which were mentioned yesterday. 
Onlv a few minor changes were made 
in the estimates submitted yesterday 
by the county purveyor. 
The Miran­ 
da Iviplinger bridge was listed for re­ 
pair and the cost was estimated at 
three hand red dollars. 
It was after­ 
wards decided that the repair would 
not be sufficient and that 
a 
new 
bridge would have to he built. 
The 
estimate of the new structure was 
placed at nineteen hundred 
dollars 
yesterday and this morning it was 
cut down a hundred dollars. 
The estimate for the repair of the 
Julian bridge was added late yester­ 
day and was not included in the list 
published yesterday. Two abutments 
will have to be built and the esti­ 
mated cost is six hundred dollars. 
Late yesterday afternoon an esti­ 
mate for a concrete bridge, either an 
arch or a “flat-top, which would cost 
eight thousand dollars, was thrown 
down on the table around which the 
councilmen were 
seated.

The second sample was obtained at 
the Scanlan House and the third one 
was obtained at the county jail. The 
three samples were taken from the 
flood district.

Rome, 
April 
19. — The 
consoling 
news from the Vatican is that Pope 
Pius has passed three days without 
fever, that his general condition i$ 
progressing favorably, and 
that if 
these conditions continue for two days 
more his holiness will be considered 
convalescent and the bulletins of the 
physicians discontinued. 
The optimism in regard to the 
pope’s condition has Increased to such 
an extent that Cardinal Merry Del Val, 
who has been nicknamed the vice 
pope, held the customary diplomatic 
reception in the pope’s ante-chamber 
instead of in his own apartm ent. Prof. 
M archiafava also strengthened the op­ 
tim ism by declaring that the pontiff 
was only suffering from an attack of 
influenza.

W ashington, April 19.—Tn the Mexi­ 
can situation another crisis is now 
seriously apprehended by the federal 
authorities 
closest 
in 
touch 
with 
events in that country. 
Advices re­ 
ceived during the last few days Indi­ 
cate that fears for the ability of the 
H verta government to m aintain itself 
are well founded and the greatest pes­ 
simism prevails hi regard to the situa­ 
tion. The revolutionary movement led 
by the rebellious Governor Carranza 
in Coahuila and adjoining states is re­ 
garded in W ashington as the most 
•threatening of the numerous forces 
arrayed against the provisional gov­ 
ernment. The Madero family has cast 
in its lot with Carranza and will ex­ 
ert all its influence in Mexico and 
elsewhere in aid of the Carranza rev­ 
olution. 
The northern part of Mexico 
is admittedly in control of Carranza 
and the state forces of Sonora. Huer­ 
ta does not control all the southern 
territory, however, and has no troops 
to send against rebels in either north 
or south. 
Foreigners are said to be closing out 
business connections in Mexico in 
even greater numbers than during the 
Madero and Orozco revolutions. Mills, 
factories and mines are being closed 
down and thousands are out of work 
in all parts of the country. 
The collapse of the H uerta govern­ 
m ent is contemplated here in the light 
of the greatest possible calamity. 
It 
would bring to the front again those 
questions which had the United States 
on the verge of war during the clos­ 
ing days oT the last adm inistration. It 
is not believed that even the Démo­ 
cratie adm inistration would find it 
possible to stand by quietly and see 
anarchy retgn in Mexico.

HYSTERY ABOUT AN ESTIMATE 


Hone Claims Responsibility For Ef- 


fort to get Appropriation For 


Bridge South of City. 


When all of the members of 
the 


•county council arrived at the court 
house this afternoon, it was expected 
that the full appropriation of $65,- 
334.87 would be put through and the 
•council would adjourn without fur- 
ther work. The council was late get- 
ting under way, but it took little time 
to make the appropriation. Adjourn- 
ment was taken at three o'clock. 


John H. Kiplinger, the county at- 


torney, was instructed to borrow 
seventy thousand dollars to cover the 
appropriations of the council. 
This 


amount is less than two per cent of 
the taxable property, which is the 
maximum allowed in this case. Pres- 
ent indebtedness, the country attor- 
ney says, is not counted. 


The appropriation as asked went 


through only a few minor changes 
which were made iate yesterday af- 
ternoon too late for Friday after- 
noon's edition. According to the law, 
the council h.as to approve all appro- 
priations the .first day of the session, 
and if the sum is more than fifteen 
thousand dollars, according to an 
act of the last legislature, the coun- 
cil has to return the next day to ap- 
prove the appropriations. Nothing 


x«3an be added, but any part or all of 
it can be taken out. 
Formerly the 


council could appropriate only three 
thousand dollars in a one-day ses- 
sion. 


The total includes the appropria- 


tion of $2,195.87 for back 
county 


official fees legalized by the last leg- 
islature, $96 for the subsidy election, 
$36 .for road superintendent's fees 
and $7.300 for repairs to roads," all 
of which were mentioned yesterday. 
Only a few minor changes were made 
in the estimates submitted yesterday 
by the county surveyor. The Miran- 
da Kiplinger bridge was listed for re- 
pair and the cost was estimated at 
three hundred dollars. It was after- 
wards decided that the repair would 
uot be sufficient and that

bridge would have to be built. The 


. estimate of the new structure was

Which is Known to be Place Where 


Swine Are Kept—Regulations 


For Shipping. 


Because of the great prevalence 


of hog cholera in Indiana, the last 
legislature passed an act to prevent 
swine from Deing infected and to 
protect the consumers from cholera 
infected "porkers." A summary of 
the act follows: 


House Bill 193 (Chapter 135), ap- 


proved March 7, enacts that it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation owning 
or 
controlling 


swine that have hog cholera or any 
other infectious disease, 
to 
allow 


such swine to unnecessarily expose 
other swine to such diseases by al- 
lowing them access to running water 
that may ilow through lots and pas- 
tures in which swine are confined to 
run at la"ge, and in fields adjoining 
farms owned by other persons, firms 
or corporations, or to drive nr trans- 
port along any public highway'or 
any public highway nr any railway 
car. any swine having any infectious 
disease, or that have died of disease, 
except under the regulations of the 
state "veterinarian.- But swine that 
show no symptoms of disease may 
be marketed, for immediate slaughter 
only, after being exposed thereto, if 
transported to market by wason or 
vehicle only, and in cars that shall 
be cleaned and disinfected immedi- 
ately, when unloaded. Railroad com- 
panies and comomn carriers are re- 
quired to thoroughly cleanse and dis- 
infect all ears in which swine 
are

Banker Makes an Assault 


Upon Representative, 


A SENSATION AT WASHINGTON 


President Glover of the Riggs National 


Bank of Washington, Offended by a 
Remark Made in the House by Rep- 
resentative Sims of Tennessee, At- 
tacks Congressman on the Street 
and Delivers Several Blows to Face. 


Washington, April 19.—President 


Charles C. Glover of the Riggs Nation- 
al bank of this city, and one of the 
most prominent citizens of Wa'shing- 
ton, assaulted Representative Thetus 
Wllrette Sims, a Democrat of Tennes- 
see. Sims had attacked Glover on the 
floor of the house a few months ago, 
charging that he was the head of a 
group, of men who had worked Rock 
Creek park off on the givernment at a 
big personal profit. 


The banker banged Sims several 


times in the face and head, hut the 
congressman got off without any ap- 
parent injury except a loss of dignity. 
•Glover came out of the fracas without 
a scratch, and witnesses say that Sims 
did not do any punching. 


The attack took place in Farragut 


Square park as the two men were.on 
their way to their offices after having 
«aten happy and peaceful breakfasts. 
Glover apparently was determined to 
give the congressman a good wallop- 
Ing, hut was prevented from finishing 
his work by the interference of Sher- 
man Allen, former assistant secretary 
of the treasury, and Captain Charles 
E. McAllister of the revenue cutter 
service. Admiral Dewey and Secre- 
tary of War Garrison also were pass- 
Ing through the park just in time to 
get a glimpse of the bout between the 
banker and the congressman. 


After it was over Sims picked up his 


hat, dusted it and took a car for the 
capitol. Glover returned to his home 
on Farragut square to compose him- 
self and straighten his necktie before 
proceeding to his office. 


Mr. Glover is sixty-three years old, 


nut is a very active, athletic man. Ke 
is about five feet ten and weighs 
around 185 pounds. Sims is sixty-one. 
a' little shorter than Glover, but of 
good weight, although he carries a big 
part of it under his vest 


An assault upon a member of the 


house is a serious offense and can he 
dealt with summarily by the house as 
a case of contempt. Mr. Sims said 
that he did not intend to take any ac- 
tion against Glover, but some of the 
representative's 
colleagues declare 


that charges will be brought. 
Mr. 


Glover apparent!}' is not alarmed at 
the prospect of proceedings 'against 
him. 


Mr. Sims said: "I have'no inten- 


tion of bringing the case to the atten- 
tion of the house. Glover wants no- 
toriety. He would be glad to be haul- 
ed before the bar of the house for the 
notoriety it would give him." 


Representative Sims is chairman of 


the bouse committee on war claims 
and a member of the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, but 
he lias taken a keen interest in discus- 
sions relating to the affairs of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia- 


Mr. Glover has been president of 


the Riggs bank since its organization 
in 906. The Riggs bank is affiliated 
with the National City of New York 
and is one of the best-known hanks in 
the United States.

Corrupt Practices Act Upheld 


By Supreme Court, • 


LOWER COURT IS REVERSED 


Appeal Arising in Floyd County Fol- 


lowing the Quashing of Indictments 
Against Prosecuting Attorney Based 
Upon Alleged Infractions of the Act 
cf 1911 Has Been Affirmed by the 
State's Highest Court. 


Indianapo'is, April 19.—The Indiana 


supreme court nas rendered a deci- 
sion holding that the corrupt prac- 
ices act of 1911 is constitutional 
and that it "contains no exceptions 
but everyone is made guilty of cor- 
rupt practices who gives anything .of 
value to any person for the purpose 
of influencing the vote of anyone at 
an election .or primary -election." 


The ruling is made in reversing the 


Floyd circuit court for quashing an in- 
dictment against John M. Paris, the 
present prosecuting attorney of Floyd 
county, for giving Andrew Bucking- 
iam |2 to work for the nomination of 
Paris to the office of prosecuting at- 
torney at the Democratic primary elec- 
tion in the spring of 1912. 


Paris was successful at the primary 


and defeated the occupant of the of- 
fice, Walter V. Bulleit, then prosecut- 
ing attorney. 
The grand jury insti- 


tuted an investigation, which resulted 
In the return of twelve indictments 
against Paris for the alleged hiring of 
precinct workers. 


Paris asked for a change of juclse. 


and Judge H. C. Montgomery, who 
was appointed, quashed all of the in- 
dictments. 
From tills the defeated 


prosecutor appealed, filing twelve ap- 
peals in the supreme court against 
Paris and ten against Sittason, clerk. 


The supreme court affirmed one of 


the cases, but it is generally supposed 
that the decision of one may rule the | 
decision of all, as they are all founded 
on the charge of hiring precinct work- 
ers. 
If the other decisions follow the 


one just handed down they will result 
in the prosecuting attorney of the 
county bein'g under twelve indictments 
and the clerk of the court having ten 
criminal indictments pending against 
him. 


It was contended by the defendants 


that the title of the corrupt practices 
act was not sufficient to cover any pen- 
alty for the violation of its provisions. 
but the supreme court says that tlie 
title is general, covering all corrupt 
practices at elections and primaries, 
and the penalty is sufficiently covered.
